A New Type Camera 


Used For Early Detection Of Hard- 
ening Of Arteries 

A camera which detects and re- 
cords thé first small “explosions” of 
arteries in the human. body, which 
later may result in death, was an- 
nounced by the Cleveland Clinic 
Foundation. Developed by Dr. A. D. 
Ruedemann, of the department of 
ophthalmology, and V. B. Seitz, 
mechanical engineer, after three 
years of work, this camera is a new 
tool for the early detection of 
changes in the arteries, especially 
hardening, a condition common 
among old persons. The complex 
camera photographs the. capillaries 
of the eye, and reveals hemorrhages 
and ruptures which are not visible 
otherwise.

“New Function Of Lungs 


Rochester Scientist Discovers That 
They Create Platelet Cells 

A new and apparently important 
function of the lurgs in creating 
platelets, tiny cells numbering 1,- 
500,000 to a drop of blood in a nor- 
| mal person, was discussed before 
Rochester physicians by Dr. William 
H. Howell, former dean of Johns 
Hopkins Medical Faculty. 

The 76-year-old physician and re- 
tired director of the university’s 
school of hygiene and public health 
discussed the little-known third 
variety of corpuscles and their func- 
tion in aiding the blood to clot. 

Medical science has _ discovered 
that persons with a deficiency of pla- 
telets in their blood suffer throm- 
bocytopenia or frequent hemorr- 
hages of the skin, he said. 

Dr. Howell announced he had dis- 
covered that blood leaving the lungs 
is richer in platelets than when it en- 
ters. In passing through’ other 
organs, he explained, the blood loses 
some of the tiny cells. 

This would seem to indicate, he 
said, that there is another and en- 
tirely unknown function of the pla- 
telets themselves.

Nursery Officials Recommend Green 
Ash For Shelter Belts 

In the experience: of the officials 
of the Dominion Forest Nursery 
Station at Sutherland, Saskatche- 
wan, green ash is the most drought- 
resistant tree in the planting of shel- 
ter belts on prairie farms, and it also 
stands excess moisture well. Pop- 
lars and willows are among the least 
drought - resistant. Maples when 
planted by themselves seldom die on 
account of lack of moisture. Seed- 
lings, cuttings, and trees are distri- 
buted both from the station at 
Sutherland and from the Dominion 
Forest Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, care being taken to send out 
only those suitable to the soil, mois- 
ture supply, and climatic conditions 
of the various districts:

Money is 
not made that way, except by the few who are out to “take the suckers for 
a ride.” 

For the average man or woman there is just one reasonably safe way 
to ensure a competence for old age and that is by the slow and painful 
route of hard work, thrift and investment of savings in sound securities, 
remembering that the sounder the security, the smaller will be the returns. 
Such method requires courage, persistence, self-denial, endyrance and in- 
telligence, hut it is the only rational way, for there is no royal road to 
riches. . : .
